the Planning Commission, said 
the members of his commission 
were apprehensive about their 
position as planners for the city, 
He saiac the magnitude of the 
property still to be developed 
coupled to the prime downtow: 
area that can be redeveloped 
placed a tremendous reponsibil- 
ity upon the Planning Commis- 
sion, 

Grube said his commission is 
not getting sufficient information 
concerning city policy and objec- 
tives for development, guidelines 
to make planning decisions and 
technical specific information 
necessary to see the plans 
through. He said, ‘“‘We’re not 
sure where the hell we're going,”’ 

Grube’s questions and request 
for more detailed information, 
while heavily discussed, were 
not acted on and were left unan- 
swered, 

City Planning Director “Rod 
Anderson read from a prepared 
statement which included stage 
directions for turning on an over- 
head projector and reading spe- 
cific questions, His statement 
generally described the planning 
function in Upland, It raised and 
answered no questions, 

City Attorney Don Maroney 
reviewed the Petaluma Plan for 
control of the growth of a city. 
"he plan recently overruled by 
the courts permitted only 500 
residential units to be con- 
structed in the city, thus allow- 
ing sufficient time for schools 
and city services to catch uf 
with the growing population, 

The Petaluma Plan was deemed 
unconstitutional for interfering 
with the free travel of the public. 
Maroney said Petaluma made the 
mistake of advertising their plan 
and that the same results of 
curbing a city’s growth could be 
obtained by using holding zones, 
large block zoning and adhering 
to the Environmental Impact fil- 
ing procedures, He notes that a 
city could not legally set the num- 
ber of residents it will allow to 
move in during a given time 
period, 

Citizens in attendance filled 
out written questions and sub- 
mitted them to the combined 
government bodies, 

Randy Bond of the Southern 
California Edison Co, answered 
the question of “‘Why was fur- 
ther growth of the community 
permitted in light of the recent 
requests to cut back on energy 
use?’’ Bond said that compli- 
ance with the energy cut-back re- 
quest was encouraging but tohalt 
construction would be unfeasible. 
‘“‘Why not demand that no more 
cars be sold,’” Bond said, “‘Where 
do you draw the line?’’ Bond noted 
that it would not help the energy 
shortage if Upland and no other 
city put a moratorium on build- 
ing. 

Norman Day asked why the de- 
velopment of Mountain Ave, could 
not be put to a vote of the people 
of the city, Grube replied that the 
homeowners are not the only peo- 
ple affected by the Mountain Ave, 
plan and that homeowners, be- 
cause of their taxpaying ability 
are not necessarily knowledge- 
able in the area of planning. 

Councilman Bailin noted that 
the Mountain Ave, development is 
a difficult problem and cannot 
be answered by a ‘‘pat’’ solution, 
He questioned how such a ballot 
proposition would be worded, 

Ina Petokas, a candidate for 
council in the upcoming Mar, 5 





election, asked why expensive 
studies were ‘‘farmed out’’ to 
planning consultants and not con~ 
ducted by Upland’s Planning 
staff, Her question was directed 
to Owen Menard, the city’s plan- 
ning consultant, who said for a 
small city it was more efficient 
to use a consultant rather than 
maintain a large Planning De- 
partment, 

Bailin agreed with Mrs, Pe- 
tokas and said that much of the 
work now done by Menard could 
and should be done ‘‘in house’’ 
such as traffic flow and census 
reports, He said that it was a 
good idea to have consultants to 
aid in specialized cases but that 
the city should not have to rely 
upon outside help for every ques- 
tion in planning. * 

Planning Commissioner Frank 
Carpenter noted that the work 
load of the city’s planning de- 
partment has increased signifi- 
cantly throughout the years and 
advocated an expansion of the de- 
partment to free Director Rod 
Anderson from repititive paper 
work so that he could spend more 
time in creative planning for the 
city. The plan was well received 
but no action was taken, 

Grube said that Mountain Ave, 
is presently ‘‘an asphalt strip 
bordered by concrete curbs and 
sidewalks,”’ He noted that unless 
some careful planning for the de- 
velopment of the street takes 
place, it could end up like San An-~ 
tonio ave, with stop signs every 
block and bordered on both sides 
with homes, 

Dewey Cable of Cable Airport 
warned.the Planners and Council- 
men that if they permitted homes 
to be built on Mountain Ave, they 
would have to buy them back in 
the future to widen the street, He 
noted that traffic on the north- 
south thoroughfare had increased 
from one car per hour a few 
years ago to a present rate of 45 
cars per hour, 

Cable also informed the coun~- 
cil that he has extended the run- 
way of his airport to Benson Ave,

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Graffiti, West End- Style: Art Form And Ad Medium

Graffiti in most eastern urban 
areas has. been an increasing 
problem of vandalism known as 
a ore and private pro- 
perty, in the West End, it is 
an art form and an advertising 
medium, 

Gra-fi-to, a noun; it ite plural 
form, grafitti, According to Web- 
ster, graffiti is ‘‘a scribbline, a 
scratch, an inscription or draw- 
ing scratched on pillars, build- 
ings, etc, as in ancient Rome,” 

To the untrained eye, graffiti 
is a nuisance, and admittedly to 
Many property owners surround- 
ed by block walls, building les- 
sors and maintenance men, the 
spray can, felt-tip pen, crayon 
and chalk are instruments of de- 
struction, However, to those 
seeking a means tocommunicate, 
a forum to reach out and touch 
another human being, a clean wall 
is a gift from God, 

The graffiti or defacing prob- 
lem has not reached the massive 
problem stage in the West End 
as it has in Los Angeles, New 
York or Philadelphia, 

In many large urban areas 
beautiful public and private build- 
ings are defaced from ground 
level to a height of nearly ten 
feet by paint spray cans, felt- 
tip pen messages and crayon 
murals, The defacing problem 
has extended to the natural set- 
tings of National Parks where 
rocks and trees have names in- 
scribed with dates and initials, 

The writers, if caught, are 
sometimes fined heavily and in 
some cases made to tackle the 
clean up job, Few graffiti art- 
ists are caught. 

There is a case for graffiti 
however, As in Webster’s defini- 
tion, the ‘‘scribblings’’ on the 
pillars in Rome have given a 
broader scope to archaelogists’ 
findings, The names and dates 
scratched on the walls of a cave 
by the members of the James 
gang have made a multi-million 
dollar tourist attraction in south- 
west Missouri, 

A name, a date, poem or po- 
litical slogan are valued as his- 
torical reminders if over 50 
years old, A recent defacing of a 
wall, tree or rock is punishable 
by fine, but if the inscription is

has been admired in two-foot block letters on Haven Ave, in Cucamonga, 


dated early in the century or old- 
er, it is sought out and won-
